We do not feem 
ielirous to know, at leaft we do not feem fo in our 
pollective Capacity, what our Conditipn really is, 
what has been done for our Benefit or our Prejudice 
ithin the Years that are laft elapfed. And yet, if 
econfider the Matter rightly, this is fo much our 
Duty and Intereft, that without it we cannot ra- 
ually expect to preferve entire 


——The Laws, the Rights, 
The generous Plan of Power deliver’d down, 
Age to Age, by our renown'd Forefathers, 
Si dearly bought, the Price of fo much Blood! 


But we ought to be fo far from turning the Ne- 
of paft Years into a Precedent for future, 
the very Thoughts of this long Inattention 
ke us doubly vigilant, to prevent or avert 
m fatal Confequences of it.

one of which came out by Authority, and the other 
with Connivance; but they were both far fhort of 
what was expected from fuch an Enquiry, and 
ferved only to fhew the great Error of permitting 
the chief Servants of the Public to be too long un- 
accountable. 


The Power they are invefted with, and the Inte- 
reft of their Tools and Dependents added to their 
own, will always enable them to fecrete from every 
Eye, except that which conftantly attends to Tranf- 
actions as they pafs, a great Part of that Guilt or 
Folly which might render them the Objeéts of public 
Hatred or Contempt. And all the while they are 
thus neglected, there is Reafon for the ftrongeft Pre- 
fumption againft them, that they are weakening the 
Conftitution they ought to fupport; and endeavour- 
ing, by the Arts of Corruption and Diffimulation, 
to poifon and deftroy the very Spirit itfelf of En- 
quiry. 


Should it ever be the Fate of this Nation, to fee 
that Spirit entirely lifclefs andextin@, one may fafely 
pronounce, that the Spirit of Liberty would not long 
furvive, All the political Virtues would die away 
one after another, as the Eyes of Argus were extin- 
guifhed, when touched by the foporiferous Wand of 
Hermes. Does it not import us therefore, with all 
imaginable Zeal, to prevent this Day of Darknefs 
from falling on us, by conftantly throwing as much 
Light as poffible upon thofe Affairs, which would 
not be mifterious, were it not for the Artifices of 
Minifters ? 


A Nation, whicb, tho’ not abfolutely bankrupt, 
is more in Debt than all her Specie four Times told 
over would amount to, has very manifeft Reafon to 
have her Circumftances examined. The Public 
ought to know, whether it was from unavoidable 
Caufes, or thro’ the Mifmanagement of thofe who 
had the Conduét of their public Affairs, that they 
— brought into this State of Difficulty and Di- 

refs, 


When they fee one of their largeft Moncy’d Com- 
panies, with whofe Credit that of the Public is in a 
great meafure connected, reduced from a Trading 
Body (as in a Country that depends on Trade, every 
Money’d Corporation ought to be) to the Condition 
of mere Bankrupts, employed only to negotiate the 
Intereft of the Public Debts betwixt the Govern- 
ment and the National Creditors, has not every In- 
dividual great Caufe to be alarmed for the Safety of 
the whole Society ? When the very Management of 
this Banking Bufine/s, and of every other Bufinefs in 
which the Public has any Concern, is fufpected to 
be made only the Means of Corruption and Attach- 
ment to the Party of aM ry againft the Peo- 
ple, it would be equally wonderful and dangerous, if 
the latter were not immediately provoked to cry aloud 
for Redrefs. 





I do not take upon me to fay, how far this is at 
prefent the real State of G—t B n: That would 
be rafhly to anticipate the Confequence of fuch an 
Inquiry as Iam arguing only to promote. If the 
People in general are but doubtful on all or fome of 
thefe Heads, it is however moft reafonable, that 
their Doubt fhould be removed, by a clear and can- 
did Expofitian of the Conduct of Public Affairs, 
both foreign and domettic, as far back as it is poffible 
to unravel the Clue of them. But if the Cloud, 
which hangs over thefe Matters, be of fuch a Na- 
ture as to occafion more than Doubt, and caufe fuch 
a Sufpicion as almoft amounts toa firm Belief on 
the difadvantageous Side, the Neceffity of fuch an 
Inquiry as we are pleading for, becomes ftill the 
more ftrang and evident. 





There isone Argument which ought never to be 
omitted in a Difcourfe of this Kind, and which, 
tho’ Minifters will not acquiefce in, neither they 
nor their Apologifts could ever refuse or deftroy the 
Force of. It is, that M———=1s themfelves, if their 





whole Condué has been juft and upright, not biafled 
by partial or cofrupt Motives, have an Intereft that 
fuch Reviews or Inquiries fhould be frequently 
made. They may be very certain, if, upon the 
Refult of the Scrutiny it fhall appear, that they have 
in general been guided by Principles of Honefty and 
Integtity, that their ultimate End was always the 
Public Benefit, a good-natured Nation will be fo 
far from being fevere on the little Errors of human 
Frailty, or Miftakes into which they were inadver- 
tently betrayed, that it will pronounce them upon 
the whole to be good and faithful Servants. This 
Approbation will have more Weight with a truly 
virtuous Minifter, will be more ambitioufly laboured 
for by him, than the Acquifition of immenfeWealth, 
or fuch a Power as is rendered Proof, by a Standing 
Army of mercenary Dependents, againft all Oppo- 
fition from the real Friends of their Country. 


We have heard of Times, when Minifters have 
been fo audacioufly infolegt, inthe Plenitude of their 
Power, as not only to feXefe People at Defiance, 
but to brave even the S n himielf. We have 
heard of K—gs who have not been fuffered to chufe 
their own Servants, tho’ into Places that had lefs to 
do with the Adminiftration of Govérnment, than 
with the Pomp and Splendor of Majefty. But as 
no body will prefume to fay, that any fuch prepof- 
terous Policy has of late Years prevailed, we will 
not infift upon it any further. 





We may affirm however, at all Times, that if it 
be the Intereft of honeft M rs to have their 
Condué& inquired into, fuch M rs, as by all 
the Arts in their Power, endeayour to ward off an 
Inquiry, give too much Room to fufpect, that they 
are under uneafy Apprehenfions in regard to the 
Confequences of it. But this is nothing to the 
People, or to the Reprefentatives of the People, 
who are not to be afraid of doing Juftice to them- 
felves, becaufe, in fo doing, they may poffibly bring 
Delinquents to Difgrace. 








In fine, Common-Senfe, the Practice of antient 
Parliaments, and the Judgment of the People in 
general, do all concur in this Point: That Public 
Grievances ought to be inquired into, and redrefled 
as often as there is Opportunity to bring them before 
the Legiflature ; That this thesaed to the People 
ought at leaft to go hand in hand with, if not pre- 
cede, a Compliance with the pecuniary Demands of 
Minifters; and that where the firft of thefe is 
neglected, and tlie latter made almoft the fole Bufi- 
nefs of annual National Affemblies, the People feem 
in Danger of lofing the Effence of Liberty, though 
they may preferve the Form of it, and are in Reality 
more injurioufly treated at a much greater Expence, 
than they might be, if all they earn and poffefs were 
at the Difpofal of aC te
